Use of Fresh Stable Manure Favors 


the Scab—Use o* Formaldehyd 


Urged by Experiment Station. 


Potato scab is due to the growth ot 


a fungus upon the skin of the young 
potatoes. 
Like all of-Its kind, this 


fungus Is propagated 
by 
spores. 


The spores may exist In tho soil, or 
they may bu planted with the seed 
potatoes. 
Potatoes aro 
generally 


more or less lirfested -with spores 
of the scab, even If they are not vis- 
ibly affected with the disease, 
and 


scabby potatoes are sure to be Infest- 
ed with them. 
Farmers ara agreed that the use 


of fresh stable manure favors the 
scab. • The manure does not pro- 
duce the scab, but It 
favors 
the 


growth of it In the same way, 
per- 


haps, that It favors the growth 
of 


woeds or of potatoes. 
The tops of 


potatoes badly Infested with scab are 
sure to he Infested with spores and 
should be burned.
